cate correspondent has called upon ev- 
ery person who sustaineG a loss in 
this morning's big fire here and has 
learned the estimated loss from each 
and the amount of insurance carried. 
It will be seen there are several names 
in this list that did not appear in the 
list sent this morning but they were 
overlooked, being small in comparison 
with the heavier losses. The loss as 
added up at the time this telegram, is- 
sent to the Advocate, 12 o'clock, foots 
up a grand total of $67,000, not includ- 
ing losses on two jewelry stores and 
damage to property removed and- dam- 
aged by water, while the insurance 
amounts to $46,800. The losses and 
insurance follow:

there must necessarily be at least two 
parties. This is because in all such 
governments, the greajt bulk of the peo- 
ple belong to one or the other "of two 
great classes. To one, belong those 
who lack individuality and independ- 
ence of mind and who^are disposed to 
devolve responsibility of all kinds up- 
on the government; and hence are in 
favor of what is wrongfully called a 
strong government, and their desire 
and tendency 
is to vest more and 


stronger power in the hands of the 
officers, and with less and less respon- 
sibility to the people themselves. 
The other 
class are those who 


believe in individuality and independ- 
ence, who have an abiding confi- 
dence in the people themselves, and 
whose tendency and desires to keep all 
power more and more in the hands of 
the people. This was the beginning 
of the division between the colonists 
and the motaer country which brought 
on the revolution. 


After t'je revolution the Americans 


substantially divided themselves into 
the same two classes.

Mrs, H. Merrill ot 'tew York Believe* 


Her Camera Wn» tlie First Focus- 
ed on tbe Burning Hnln.s and Slant 
Pelee — Snapped Her Camera Six 
Time*. 
This is the pfeVsbiial narrative of 


Mrs/H. 3Ierrill of 100 East Seventy- 
third street, New York city, who.saw 
St Pierre under its shroud of Ifehes 
the day after Mont Pelee destroyed it, 
says the Is'ew York World. She'took 
photographs of the ruins aud_ the 
mountain, still in eruption, from the 
deck of the Korona, sister ship of the 
Koraima, which latter was burned by 
hot lava in the harbor. The buildings 
of St. Pierre, the warehouses and tbe 
decks were still aflame when the pho- 
tographs were taken. Lava was flow- 
ing in steady streams down the slope 
into the sea. Mrs. Merrill, notwith 
standing her difficulties, for the hot 
ashes were still falling from Mont 
Pelee, snapped her camera six times. 
Mrs. Merrill left New York in the 
early spring to visit friends at Bar- 
bados. 
"I took passage on the Korona, 


which was to have touched at St 
Pierre on May 8, the day of the ex 
plosion of Mont Pelee," she said. "We 
escaped with our lives by a hickj 
chance. The ship remained at Barba- 
dos instead of proceeding according to 
schedule to St. Pierre, to take on an 
extra cargo of sugar. 'When I 
this, I decided to spend another pleas- 
ant day at Barbados. On the morning 
of May 8 we beaid sounds as if of ter- 
rific cannonading. 


"In the afternoon I was out with a. 


coaching party. The sky w£s suddenly 
overcast, and it grew darker and dark- 
er until by 5 o'clock we were in total 
darkness. 
It was darker than any 


night—absolute darkness, if you can 
comprehend it. During the night a fine 
volcanic dust was sifted from the 
clouds and fell in blinding and choking 
quantities. It is a fine, gray, flourliko 
powder of heavy weight. It is really 
;ood for brushing the teeth and looks 
like tooth powder with charcoal mixed 
with it. It covered Barbados and was 
thick upon the deck of the sJiip when 
we sailed the next morning. 


"The sky had cleared, and, although 


Captain Carey of the Korona knew 
there had been a volcanic eruption, he 
did not know it was Mont Pelee." We 
headed for St. Pierre, which lay on our 
regular route, to pick up the mails and 
take on passengers. 


"Fifty miles away the dust from 


Mont Pelee continued to descend;.but 
in lighter quantities. Soon -we caught 
sight of the great cloud of steam 
smoke hanging above the crater o3H:he 
volcano. Wo arrived in front of St. 
Pierre in the morning of May 9, the 
day after the eruption. A thick pall of 
sinol'C still hung over the place, and 
the ruins were still burning. We enter- 
ed the harbor for a closer view and got, 
I believe, within a halt mile of the 
Roraima and the other shipping that 
had been destroyed. 


"The Boraima was lying in shallow 


water and was still smoldering-. Xot 
a living soul was seen about the har- 
bor, 
but bodies were floating every- 


where in the water. When the first 
officer of the Korona saw that a ship 
of his own line had been destroyed and 
that. most of his brother officers had 
perished, he burst into tears. The crew 
of our ship had many friends among 
the dead of the Roraima. 


•'Lava was still pouring from the side 


of the motintain, and I saw a little 
valley in™which hundreds of people 
had lived completely filled with a river 
of the burning matter. The aspect of 
the scene was whitish, and the raouu 
tain and the town were covered with a 
cloak of ashes that looked like snow 
in the sunshine. 


•'A great cloyd of white vapor stood 


over the active mouth of the volcano. 
The desolation was complete, and there 
was not a sign of a living thing as far 
as the eye could reach. I had been in 
Martinique before. St. Pierre was a 
beautiful little city, and when I remem- 
bered how cheerful and bright it had 
all been the day before I could not help 
w ecping. 


"Captain Carey soon discovered that 


he could do nothing, and we made our 
•nay to Fort-de-France, where we ar- 
rived early in the afternoon. Between 
St. Pierre and Fort-de-Franee we pick- 
ed up six negroes in a dugout They 
had beon inland and had escaped to 
the shore and taken to the canoe. 
When we got within hailing distance 
of them, we heard their cries for help 
in their French patois. They had been 
burned and had endured much snffer- 


Fort-de- 


France, and they were taken to the 
hospita-1 there. At Fort-de-France we 
took aboard First Officer Scott and As- 
sistant Purser Thompson of the Rorai- 
ma and brought them to New York. 


'•The pictures that I took were ob- 


tained in the harbor of St Pierre, and I 
believe that mine was the first camera 
that was focused on the scene."

MARINES AID MAIMED MORO 


Interesting- Incident of the Service 


In the Philippines. 


Uncle Sam's marines at Isabela, the 


new naval station for the southern 
Philippines which has been established 
on the is'and of Basilan, which lies 
over against Zamboanga, on Mindanao, 
Im e gone out of their way to do a hu- 
mane act for a poor Moro, says the 
New York Mail and Express. 
The 


kipclly deed, which consisted of volun- 
tarily giving pieces of their skin for 
grafting, is told by an American offi- 
cer in a letter to a friend in "the 
States." The officer writes: 


"Dr. Guthrie, our surgeon, has a case 


In which we are all interested. A na- 
tive was bitten in the thigh by a shark. 
The thigh was badly lacerated, and the 
doctor decided to graft new skin on the 
injured part. He sent to the old datto 
who is lord of island, asking him to de- 
tail one of his Moros for the operation 
of being flayed to furnish the skin. 
But the old chief sent back word that 
the injured one was not worth it 


"Learning of the necessity for the op- 


eration, the Yankee marines came for- 
ward and volunteered to contribute 
patches of their own skins to save the 
man's life. The skin grafting was suc- 
cessful, and the Moro Is now a most 
devoted upholder of the stars and 
stripes. His gratitude Is tempered, 
however, by the fact that he has a 
white thigh, while the rest of his body 
is a dark brown in color. As the Moros 
here go about mostly naked, his varie- 
gated skin makes him a trifle conspic- 
uous. 


"Seriously this act of the marines in 


voluntarily contributing portions of 
their own skins for the benefit of a 
poor, miserable Moro fisherman was 
most noble." 


The naval garrison at Isabela live in 


a curious structure which was former- 
ly the palace of the Spanish governor. 
Two large rooms of the building are 
used for the sick of the command, and 
so the building is generally known as 
the naval hospital. The hospital stands 
on a coral reef 200 yards out in the har- 
bor and is supported on piles, the seas 
ebbing and flowing beneath the build- 
ing and covering the reef at all times. 
A dingy manned by a private of ma- 
rines is the ferry by which communica- 
tion is had with the shore. 


When the Spaniards evacuated Isa- 


bela, the governor's palace was left In 
excellent repair, but before the Ameri- 
can garrison reached the place the Mo- 
ros had looted and stripped it of every- 
thing they could carry off, even tearing 
the copper sheathing from the piles, 
leaving them a prey to that wood de- 
stroying worm of tropical waters, the 
toredo.
